The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
does not fairly disclose or make obvious the claimed device taken as a whole, 
specifically the limitations of 

a single second planarization layer disposed on the barrier film, the single 
second planarization layer having a second reflow temperature and a second thermal 
coefficient of expansion, wherein the barrier film does not reflow at the first or second 
reflow temperatures and retains its structural integrity to isolate the single first 
planarization layer from the single second planarization layer, thereby preventing the 
single first planarization layer and the single second planarization layer from interacting, 
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and enabling the single first planarization layer and the single second planarization layer 
to uniformly reflow.
